American Victory Patriotic Observances Planned 


To Open New Era 


MacLeish Says War Will 
Decide Centuries’ Future 


In what most would consider the 
most forward-looking address ever 
delivered before an Andover audi- 
ence, Archibald MacLeish, last Fri- 
day evening, warned that we are 
living in the dawn of a new age, 
and that those who win the present 
war will decide the future of the 
world for centuries to come. 


The change, he said, due to the 
enormous influence of the airplane, 
will be more in the realm of geo- 
graphy than government; what we 
are fighting for does not pertain to 
continents or nations, but to the 
whole world. Indicating that we 
have seen many changes in our 
manner of living during the recent 
past, he said that these were mere 
surface alterations. The concepts 
involved in this war, however, if 
permitted to dominate, will make 
our whole new sense of the future 
come true. 

Airplanes, when the war began, 
were understood as a new gadget, 
handy in a military sense. The war 
has, however, changed our whole 
idea of their value, and we see now 
that they can change the very 
shape of the world and the distance 
of communication between its 
parts.

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Ambulance Donated Through Guild 
Proves Value In English Service 


Andover Ranks High In British War Relief; 
Other Guild Activities Reported at Annual Meeting 


You may not recognize the ve- 
hicle in the picture above; you 
probably never saw it, but you did 
help to buy it, and you do have the 
satisfaction of knowing that it is 
still doing very valuable work in 
England. The picture was taken in 
Andover, England about a month 
ago, and shows two English war 
workers standing by an ambulance, 
the inscription on whose side is 
self-explanatory: “From the boys 
and girls of the Andover Guild com- 
munity house, Andover, Massachu- 
setts.” 

It may be an old story now, a 
year after it took place, but many 
Andover residents remember as a 
pretty thrilling experience, that 
one-day campaign for funds for an 
overseas field kitchen, sponsored 
by the Guild, which took place one 
stormy Saturday in March, 1941. 
They remember how hundreds of 
children made a thorough house- 
to-house canvass that day, how 
they had collected only $200 dur- 
ing the first three hours, how the 
Tyer Rubber whistle was to blow 
each time an additional hundred 
dollars was raised, and how it blew 
16 times before dusk fell. They re- 
member how $1611 was collected 
in that one day from more than 
1200 people. 


“OF GREAT VALUE” 


The sum raised was administered 
by.the local British War Relief 
committee, and Norman K. Mac- 
Leish, local chairman, recently re- 
ceived a letter from the national 
secretary in New York saying in 
part, “this represents the contribu- 
tion given originally, through your 
committee, for the purchase of a 
mobile feeding kitchen, but which, 
with the consent of the donors, was 
later transferred for the purchase 
of an ambulance, then so urgently 
heeded in England.” A statement 
by Ernest Brown, British Minister 
of Health, mentions that “The 
work has been, and continues to 
besiof great value to our emer- 
Semey hospital and medical ser- 
vices...The beneficient spirit of its 
Sponsors...has led us to look at 
the American Ambulance as a close 
and essential partner in the Minis- 


| try's task.” 


In this connection, it is interest- 


_ ing to note that the local British 


War Relief society, with headquar- 
ters in the Musgrove building, had 
raised the rather staggering sum 
of $13,422 up to January 31 of this 
year. It ranked 19th among cities 
and towns in the whole United 
States of less than 30,000 inhabi- 
tants, and very close to the top in 
towns of its own approximate size.

In all, 35 different 
groups used the buildings weekly, 
33 affiliated with the Guild, two on 
rentals. 


IN THE WAR EFFORT 


Activities connected with the de- 
fense effort were numerous: there 
was an entertainment for Chinese 
war relief, a week’s collection and 
sale of waste paper, co-operation 
in the Red Cross one-day emer- 
gency drive, civilian defense lec- 
tures and a demonstration of the 
use of a stirrup pump, and several 
air raid practice drills. A roll of 
honor has been posted showing 78 
former Guild members now in the 
armed forces. 

Older Guild members and friends 
helped from time to time during 


the season; among them were 
George Thomson, Mrs. Clifford 
Marshall, Miss Isabel Fenner, 


Christy Murphy and Joseph Bar- 
ton. William and Thomas Hay- 
mond and James McManaway of 
Phillips Academy gave much of 
their time to Guild activities. 

An interesting development has 
been the extension of service to 
Ballardvale youngsters, 51 being 
enrolled. They were transported 
from the Vale to the Guild build- 
ing by bus weekly from January 
23 till the closing of the Guild for 
the year. 


148 YEARS OLD 


That’s a pretty interesting record 
for an organization that started 
back in the winter of 1894, when 
the current depression caused three 
Andover ladies to take steps for 
the formation of a community 
council to organize and administer 
town charity. With the passing of 
that depression, the society turned 
its activities in other directions, 
and the early successes of a kin- 
dergarten, evening school, and 
boys’ club paved the way to the 
erection of a substantial building 
and the formation of one of An- 
dover’s more important educational 
adjuncts.

50 Additional Drivers 
Needed By Motor Corps 


It will probably be some time be- 
fore the new WAAC is formally 
organized, but local women can get 
an enviable chance to help the war 
effort by enlisting in the Red Cross 
motor corps for duty in Andover. 
Fifty additional volunteer drivers 
are needed by the corps, since the 
members now serving with the 
town ambulance units are on 24- 
hour duty. 

Those enrolling will serve as am- 
bulance drivers under the local 
civilian defense organization. A 30- 
hour course in first aid will be 
necessary besides a driver’s license. 
Women who have already taken the 
regular Red Cross 20-hour course 
will be assigned to an advanced ten- 
hour period. to begin a week from 
Monday; beginners in first aid will 
be asked to take the full course, 
whose starting time has not been 
announced. 


Since there are absolutely no re- 
placements for the women now in 
the motor corps, all of 50 women 
will be necessary to bring it up to 
full strength. It is emphasized that 
they will not be asked to furnish 
their own cars, but to drive the 
vehicles furnished them by the 
corps. Being ‘‘on call” does not 
mean that the women enlisting will 
be required to remain in their 
homes while on duty, but only 
where they can be reached if their 
services. are required.

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HIDDEN PORTRAIT IN WHISTLER PAINTING

James A. McNeill Whistler, the 
most famous American-born 
painter of the 19th century, did a 
great many unusual things in his 
lifetime, and one of the most curi- 


ous elements in his art came to 
light this week, when Addison Gal- 
lery officials announced that a hid- 
den self-portrait is contained in the 
lower right-hand corner of one of 
his famous “harmonies’—in brown 
and silver—called “Old Battersea 
Bridge.” 

The 25 by 30 canvass has been 
owned by the gallery since 1931, 
when it was presented it by a pri- 
vate collector, Cornelius Bliss of 
New York. Bliss had picked it up 
in London, where it had been 
painted by Whistler in the eighteen 


sixties. It was first exhibited in 
1865, at the Royal Academy in 
London. 


The portrait itself is hardly dis- 
cernable to the naked eye, but is 
unquestionably Whistler’s attempt 
to portray himself when seen 
through the medium of the X-ray. 
Gallery officials have known about 
it for quite some time, as it was 
first discovered in 1938 by a re- 
storer cleaning the painting. 

It is believed to be the only 
Whistler self-portrait extant, and, 
while other paintings are often dis- 
covered to be superimposed upon 
another work, self-portraits so hid- 
den are comparatively rare. One 
other Whistler painting, a portrait 
of the Countess d’Avouille, is 
owned by the Gallery.

to the land, and the opening of, the 
seas opened entirely new vistas to 
him; the progress of aviation may 
extend our world past hitherto un- 
explored limits. The future, accord- 
ing to Mr. MacLeish, will be 
brought into effect by an “airman’s 
image of the world,” and, if the 
world is not to go back to the in- 
sufficient development of the Mid- 
dle Ages, it must not be a Nazi air- 
man’s image. 


“Before us lies an opening age,” 
he concluded, “which we can con- 
quer for ourselves by forbidding 
others to. We who win the war will 
imprint upon the future of cen- 
turies, a free man’s global image.” 

For thousands of years, the sea 
was man’s symbol of freedom, and 
the most hardy and progressive na- 
tions looked to it to expand their 
living force. For 3000 years, men 
followed the “opening sea.’ The 
air, he said, is as much a key to 
freedom and expansion as the sea 
has been for centuries past; it is 
a new element, and progressive 
men must have mastery over it. 


“To win the war,” were his final 
words, ‘“‘will be the greatest tri- 
umph any nation, any people, ever 
won.” 


Mr. MacLeish led up to his con- 
cept of global freedom by the 
initial question of ‘‘What are we 
fighting for?” We are united, he 
said, in the will to victory, but di- 
vided on the idea of what that vic- 
tory will represent. 


He did not mean to infer, he said, 
that American morale was poor; 
on the contrary, “I have access to 
the people’s opinions, and there is 
no cause for worry.” Nor has a 
“noisy and defeatest press’ been 
of great importance, nor defeated 
men— a small minority here who 
fear a democratic victory. 


He did mean the “honest appre- 
hension, understandable anxiety” 
of “real patriots” who do not know 
just what our victory will be. They 
are vestiges, he said, of the gen- 
eration which believed that the last 
war had actually been lost, and 
that the present war, as a mere 
continuation of the last one, will 
result in winning only a further 
defense. 


Victory to such minds, he ex- 
plained, means only the absence 
of defeat, but disarmed aggressors 
do not constitute a definite and 
positive gain. The hope of future 
peace, he said, is only another de- 
fense, another negation. Freedom 
itself is not what we are fighting 
for, but only the reason why we 
are fighting. We know more clear- 
ly than ever before that we are 
fighting for freedom, he said, but 
we must also understand that free- 
dom will mean further gains. 
People are not satisfied with such 
minor and negative gains, “and 
they are right not to be satisfied. 
They want victory in terms they 
can understand.” 


Those who have such an attitude, 
according to Mr. MacLeish, dissat- 
isfied with vague answers like “the 
post-war world,’ want to know 
definitely whether they will have 
to tramp the streets for work, once 
the war is over, or to fight to save 
democracy again when in their 
fifties. They want to see the actual 
Shape of victory; this is not im- 
Possible, for, if they trust them- 
selves and these changing times, 
and keep looking ahead, they will 
set a cheering answer—that those 
who win the war will win the fu- 
ture of the world, in a most prac- 
tical sense.

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Less Guess-Work 


If, as they say, more things are 
to be rationed, wouldn’t it be a 
good idea to decide beforehand 
what it’s all about? Here in New 
England we’ve had one week of gas 
rationing, and the one-lesson that 
should have been learned from the 
experience is that there should be 
some guess-rationing. 

Remember the hectic weeks be- 
fore the gas rationing program 
went into effect? Remember one 
Official would come out with a state- 
ment that we’d get only five gal- 
lons a week, and the next day 
friend Ickes would come forth with 
a statement that that figure was 
too low? Then there were other 
guesses, as low as two gallons, as 
high as six. 

Finally, they decided to put a 
system of gas rationing into effect, 
with five classes of rationees, and 
the school teachers were assigned 
the job of trying to decide in which 
class which motorists fell. Very 
few of the motorists knew what it 
was all about, and the teachers had 
many a headache. After the first 
day, it was felt that there were 
too many B-3’s and too many X’s, 
and it was announced that fines 
and jail sentences would be the 
penalty for falsifying one’s gas 
needs. They didn’t Say just what 
they’d do with the officials who had 
failed to make clear to the local 
buards just what the story was all 
about. 

Then there came the question of 
just what you’d be allowed to do 
with your gas. One official ventured 
the opinion that you couldn’t use 
it to go to church, and another an- 
nounced that even the holders of 
“A” cards entitling them to three 
gallons a week couldn’t use that 
three gallons for pleasure. For one 
day the motorists were up in arms; 
if you’re allowed only three gal- 
lons, you certainly ought to have 
the privilege of using it for what 
you want, without running the risk 
of being stopped by an officer want- 
ing to know where you're going, 
what you’re doing, etc. There is a 
limit. 

Then they announced that ac- 
tually you could use some of your 
gas for pleasure, and that no one 
really ever meant that you 
shouldn’t use your ear to zo to 
church! And now they are saying 
that the rest of the country might 
be rationed, too; this too, should 
have been done in the first place, 
because regardless of what the 
people in Washington think, New 
Bngland is just as important as the 
farm bloc. 

So we’re going to have more ra- 
tioning. Next time let’s have a 
sound, orderly plan all made out, 
so that one person won't say this, 
and another that,—so that more 
confusion won’t be added to these 
confused days. 


A Pork-Barrel Plan? 


State Auditor Thomas J. Buckley 
issued a statement this week, 
which would seem to indicate great 
laxity, at the very least, in the ad- 
ministration of the state commit- 
tee for public safety. Among them 
is the amazing assertion that the 
payroll under the committee was 
practically doubled in March; the 
figures are $17,940.69 for Febru- 
ary, $33,012.14 for the next month. 

Mr. Buckley has stated that “the 
openhanded and ever-growing gen- 
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erosity of the (committee) in hand- 
ing out salary increases and pro- 
motions to carefully hand-picked 
and non-civil service employees” 
has compelled him to advance the 
date for the audit of that depart- 
ment. 

As to the salary increases, the 
state auditor points out that the 
salary of one employee, hired Janu- 
ary 28, 1941, at $3000, was in- 
creased to $4000 on July 1, and on 
February 1 to $4800. Another em- 
ployee went from $3120 to $3900 
from July 7 to March 1, still an- 
other from $3000 to $4000 between 
August 8 and February 1. 

At the time of the last audit, Mr. 
Buckley contends, the organization 
“obtained exemption from Civil 
Service regulations by misrepre- 
senting and distorting their future 
plans to the legislature. The legis- 
lature was told that the committee 
would only hire a few paid em- 
ployees and that these employees 
would only work intermittently. Its 
payroll now contains over 200 regu- 
larly employed workers...There 
can be but one reason for not want- 
ing men and women from the Civil 
Service lists...they did not want 
their political hands tied.” 

Director J. Wells Farley of the 
state committee has replied that 
“we are so extravagant that we 
saved approximately 40 percent of 
our appropriation for the fiscal 
year of 1941...there have been 
some readjustments and some gen- 
eral state increases which we had 
nothing to do with...on the entire 
payroll, there are only eight per- 
sons who receive more than $2,500 
a year, and of this number, only 
two receive more than $4,000.” 

This, however, by no means 
answers the substance of Mr. 
Buckley’s questions: why the pay- 
roll was doubled in a single month, 
why certain individuals have re- 
ceived such spectacular increases, 
why the civilian defense staff has 
grown far beyond the extent orig- 
inally authorized by the legislature, 
why the workers are not hired 
through civil service. 

It appears, right now, that the 
state of Massachusetts will not 
have to worry about possible 
enemy action against it, since new 
large contingents of troops have 
been sent to Ireland. It appears on 
the one hand that the United Na- 
tions, at long last, are going to un- 
dertake an absolute offensive on 
the European continent; and on 
the other, that neither Germany, 
Italy nor Japan are in any con- 
ceivable position to invade the At- 
lantic seaboard. If we are now to 
have a breathing spell, the clean- 
up wave which has had such 
gratifying results in Lowell, Law- 
rence, Boston and other districts, 
might well wash in the direction of 
the state committee on public 
safety. The time, effort and money 
of the scores of hard-working 
municipal committees and the 
thousands of self-sacrificing civilian 
defense volunteer workers make it 
imperative that they be given a 
well-founded and straightforward 
state administration.
